Fifth  Gathering  of  Members 

Completes  Agreement  and 
Unanimously  Advises  Its 
Adoption  by  States 

GKN'K\'.\,  Oct  2  -The  fifth 
assembly  of  the  Leajj^ue 
of  Nations  ended  its  labor 
today  by  unaniinously  adopting; 
a  resolution  recommending  that 
all  .states  accept  the  protocol  of 

arbitration  and  security. 

Apart  from  the  elaboration  of  the 
protocol  for  the  paaoatul  aettlement 
of  International  diaputea.  tha  out- 
atandlng  feature  of  the  ^eaalon  was 
the  Inaiatence  of  the  delegates  that 
econoir.lc  problems.  popularly  re- 
garded as  belonKlng  exclusively  to  the 
domestic  Jurisdiction  of  utatee,  must 
be  solved  on  an  International  basis 
If  all  causea  of  war  would  really  be 
removed.  Thia  inslatenoa  was  voiced 
by  aoraral  upaakera,  eapaolally  those 
rapreaantlnc  Prance.  It  la  ImpUod  in 
the  protoool  Itaolf,'  and  for  a  tlma 
dominated  the  diaeuaatona  of  tha 
Kuropcan  Jurists  as  they  strove  tO 
ritshiim  a  pact  which  would  not  un- 
duly alarm  all  nations  which  Jeal- 
ously guard  the  doctrine  of  atate 
righta. 

OwUaw  All  War 
The  idea  behind  the  movement,  aa 
explained  to  tha  Aaaoclated  Preaa  by 
th«  Jurists  tonight.  Is  that  the  I.«ague 

having  desired  to  outlaw  all  law. 
must  logically  turn  Its  attention  to 
all  possible  CHTJses  of  conflli  '  mi  l  en 
deavor  to  eradicate  them  I  ed  by 
tha  growing  aplrit  of  InternationallsrT. 
aa  a  complement  to  nationalism  and 
atate  aovaralgnty,  tho  Jurlata  contend 
that  world  opinion  now  damanda 
that  certain  vital  probloraa  affaotlng 
the  world  as  a  whole,  such  as  Immi- 
gration .md  equitable  distribution  of 
raw-  inaterlals,  can  no  longer  be  left 
to  the  exclusive  control  of  any  state 
or  states,  but  must  be  exsmlned  with 
a  view  to  their  equitable  settlement 
in  the  best  interests  of  all  so  the 
ecenomio  t^uaaa  of  war.  may  be  elim- 
inatadl 

All  tha  Jurlata'  aduatttod  tha  datl. 
cacy  of  tha  prohlava  Invotvod  and 
amphaalsed  that  Ii  mUSt  b«  aMai^liad 

with  the  greatest  caution  and  after 
s.lenlific  study  They  were  of  the 
opinion  that  it  would  probably  fur 
niah  one  of  the  great  feature**  of  the 
propoaed  codification  of  International 
law  under  the  auspices  of  the  L.eague, 
which  the  aaaembly  haa  dacldad  to 
authorlaa. 

Chlitosc   I>ravc  AaaenMy 

Kind  words  for  America  and  Amer- 
icans marked  the  memorable  (losing 
hours  of  the  assembly — hours  whi  '1 
the  Chlneae  delegation  made  drm 
by  getting  up  and  aolemnly  walking 
out  of  the  auditorium  when  tibl  aa- 
aambly  rafuaad  to  grant  ClUna  a  aoat 
permanent  aaat  In  tho  oovMlt. 

Thia  resolution  waa  gonorallr  la« 
terpreted  that  the  numhor  of  parma- 
«ient  Heats,  which  Is  six.  would  l>e 
avigincnted  so  as  to  permit  the  return 
of  I'liina.  Nevertheless,  today's  elec- 
tion brought  no  change  either  In  the 
number  of  the  present  holders  of  the 
saata,  tMcauae  Brazil,  Belgium, 
Cgeoho-tlovahia,  Bpaln,  Sweden  and 
Uruguay  w«ro  all  ra-alaetad.  China 
raealvad  only  fourtaan  veiaa,  whoraaa 
the  victors  received  from  twoaty* 
seven  to  forty  votes.

of  home  wnrk  which  boys  and  girls 
arc  called  upon  to  •  perlorm  in  the 
public  achooU  of  that  province. 
There  is  little  doubt  ihat  a  justifiable 
complaint  against  school  systeras, 
and  it  is  particularly  noticeable  In 
tMt  Province,  is  the  amount  of  1iome 
work,  espriially  when  pupils  reach 
the  High  S^huol  age.  It  is  generally 
admitted  thai  the  amount  of  home 
w'.rW  >rt  i>  usually  in  inverse  ratio 
to  the  ability  of  the  teachers  to  im- 
part knowledge,  thoagh  we  should 
not  like  to  tbink  that  was  the  case 
in  this  Province.  Where  a  teacher 
is  incompetent  or  iUck  in  hia  or  her 
WOrkt  it  is  often  noticeable  that  an 
effort  is  made  to  fill  up  the  defici- 
encies by  setting  lengthy  home  task* 
to  the  pupils.  The  teacher  thus  un- 
loads on  the  children  what  ought  to 
have  been  carried  on  his  or  her  own 
•iouttfcrs.  The  better  teaching  is 
the  less  necessity  there  it  for  home 


•fhere  is  an  anomaly  in  the  present 
state  of.  affairs.  In  the  old  days  the 
adult  ptit  in  longer  hours  at  his  task 
than  the  ehlM.  Now  th»  rtvcra*  i» 
the  case.  There  should  be  no  reason 
why.the  school  boy  and  girl  should 
have  to  slave  every  evening  in  order 

to  keep  lip  with  hii  or  her  class.  The 
average  school  child,  after  reaching  a 
certain  age,  njore  often  than  not  p«ta 
in  more  time  at  work  than  the  adult 
who  is  engaged  in  earning  the  means 
of  livelihood.  The  consequence  of 
exceaaive  home  work  is  physical  dis- 
advantage, and  it  is  indeed  question- 
able how  far  the  educational  results 
arc  benefited.  Premier  Ferguson  of 
Ontario  has  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  youth  of  that  province  arc 
not  benefiting  under  the  present 
system  and  he  has  ordered  a  change. 
The  home  work  rut  is  making  edu- 
cational development  stilted  an^  0«- 
tario's  example  could,  with  advan- 
tage, be  followed  widely. 

A  lOCIAL  AMMTAilT 

Dr.  John  T.  IfacCardy,  of  Cornell 
Mrdiral  Collc;,'r,  lias  been  discussing 
alcohol  in  its  relation  to  huiiun 
economy  ii  a  meeting  of  thft'  ft^itisH 
Medical  .Kssociatinn  What  he  says 
constitutes  a  defence  of  the  .use  of 
alcohol  and  on  grounds  not  very 
often  advanced.  "Each  one  of  us  m 
varying  degrees,"  he  •*yt.  "has  tiic 
same  difficulty  in  meeting  the  World 
as  the  unfortunates  who  demonstrate 
their  incapacity  dramatically.  The 
'normals'  drug  themselves  with  cheap 
fiction,  theatres  and  moving  pictures: 
above  all  they  forget  themselves  in 
social  intercourse.  When,  however, 
a  mM  ia  tired  or  oppressed  with  care 
how  can  he  forget  his  obsessing 
aiuticlica  sufficiently  to  become 
•odal?  ff  he  bt  normal  a  small 
amount  of  alcohol  will  give  the  ne- 
cessary relaxation.  Conviviality  is 
more  important  for  the  maintenance 
of  our  mental  ability  and  effe.tivr 
iie^s  than  we  realiie.  lnnumerat>le 
people  are  happier,  and,  Ihtrtfore, 
healthier,  because  they  iadttlf*  mod- 
erately in  alcohol." 

Ur.  MacCurdy  p^nta  oat  that  we 
live  in  an  imptrfcct  world,  imperfect 
largely  because  we  have  not  yet 
gained  the  capacity  to  govern  our 
own  inatiitcts.  Alcohol  he  describes 
as  a  crutch  which  man  has  discovered 
to  help  him  with  his  disability.  He 
it  entforaed  hi  this  attltade  by  Sir 

James  I^arr.  of  Liverpool,  who  says 
the  main  value  of  alcohol  is  social 
and  thit  a  treat  deal  of  th«  todat 
unrest  is  due  to  the  high  cost  of 
alcohol.  Sir  Jamta  aaya  he  has 
noticed  that  cut-thfoau  la  Irelaad  and 
Russia  are  largtlf  teetotallers,  and 
Dr.  C-  Sullivan,  medical  auperintend- 
ent  of  the  Broadmoor  Asylum,  says 
iaveatigat^on  goea  to*prove  that  alco- 
hol aa  regards  insanity  it  a  negligible 
factor.  Like  religion,  motor  cars, 
tea  and  electricity,  or  indeed  any 
other  thing  in  the  compendium  "f 
human  usage*,  it  is  the  abuse  apd 
swi  the  ttM  that  la  Ito  4anc«r.

WHEELS  OF  JUSTICE 

I^a  Patric,  a  b'rench  Canadian 
newspaper,  has  been  commenting  on 
recant  titurtt  puhliahed  ahowing  that 
in  London  during  T>23  not  one  of  the 
twcnty-tevcn  murdera  which  were 
committed     remained  miexplained. 

The  lesson  which  it  derives  from  this 
is  admirably  summariaed  and  should 
give  cause    fot*  introspection-  of  law 

administration  both  in  the  courts  ot 
Canada  and  of  the  United  States.  La 
I'atrie  says: 

That  show.s  an  operative  justice 
which  invariably  brings  puiushiiu  rit 
promptly  to  the  criminal.  I'hat  does 
not  much  resemble  our  justice  and, 
still  less,  .\mcrican  justice.  In 
Montreal,  everybody  has.  in  mind  a 
number  of  recent  assassinations,  the 
:iuthors  of  wMch  have  not  been 
brought  to  Justice.  And  if  by  chance 
a  murderer  is  taken  he  can  still  de- 
lay almost  indehnitely  the  mtiun  ot 
tlie  courts  and  very  «iten  escapes  on 
some  technicality.  Our  criminal  laws 
are,  nevertheless,  similar  to  those  of 
England.  It, is  not  then  a  defect  in 
the  law  which  renders  justice  in- 
operative, neither  it  it  the  fault  of  pur 
judges.  Jiistice  has  become  in- 
operative because  of  tin-  pr.ictice. 
whuh  has  been  estaldishcil  nl  l  iieck 
ing  its  action  with  innuincr.ible  1<  k-*! 
subtleties.  Formerly  in  the  trial  oi  a 
murderer,  justice  had  only  to  dettr- 
mine  if  he  were  guiltv  or  not  guilty. 
Such  a  trial  rarely  lasted  a  whole 
day:  sometimes  only  an  hour  or  two. 
Nowadays  the  trial  of  a  murderer 
consiots  not  only  in  showing  if  he 
is  (juilty  or  not  guilty;  much^  more 
tlliir,  in  (act,  is  employed  to  I'md  out 
whether  there  is  some  tooph<ile  in 
the  law  whereby  ilie  . nminal  iii.iy 
escape  punishment.  Many  lawyers 
have  bec6mr  at  this  game  veritable 
virtuotoa,  and  can  paralyze  for  years 
the  wheels  of  justice  in  a  case  whu  h 
formerly  .  would  have  been  adjudged 
An  less  tlian  twenty-four  hours.  We 
in,i\  well  einy  l-'nglau'l  Iht  r\ 
peditioiis  justice,  and  mudi  more  lier 
mar\rllou>       ix.lice        .  irgaTifafion, 

Commenting  on  the  same  subject. 
Le  Nouwelliate  aayt:  *'Our  criminal 
laws  arc  [irai  li  ally  the  same  as 
those  of  Britain.  Therefore  it  is  not 
uiy  defaOlt  in  the  Uw  whi^h  makes 
justice  inoperative.  Justice  lias  be- 
come laggipg  because  cectain  prac 
ticcs  that  have  been  eatabliahed 
hamper  its  action  with  innumerable 
legal  subtleties." 

WHOLBMBAL  BREAD 

At  the  siege  of  Kat*cl-Attara  while 

the  supply  of  white  flour  lasted  the 
British  troops  suffered  from  beri- 
beri, a  diteate  which  it  supposed  to 
be  caused  through  intufficieot  vita- 
minf  in  the  food.  When  the  white 
flour  gave  out  the  troops  used  the 
same  coarse  wholemeal  flour  as  the 
Indian  soldiers  and  then  beri  bcri 
disappeared.  In  Newfoundland  the 
experience  h'aa  been  that  those  living 
largely  on  white  flour  suffer  from 
bcri-beri.  There  is  an  example  of 
how  -this  diteate  may  ba  avoided  by 
the  fart  that  "ne  year  a  vessel  laden 
with  wholemeal  flour  wat  sti'anded 
on  the  coaat.   The  cargo  wat  taken 

off  to  lighten  the  ship  and  enable  it 
to  float  off,  and  it  was  consunned  by 
the  inhabitants  of  the  diatrict.  There 
were  no  cases  of  bcri-beri  so  long  as 
the  supply  of  wholemeal  lasted. 
There  are  many  instancea  of  dytpeptia 
being  cured  by  substituting  whole- 
meal for  white  flour. 

The  case  for  the  continued  uie  of 
white  bread  doea  not  appear  to  reat 
on  sound  arguments.  The  small  por- 
tion of  yeait  nted  in  the  |baking  is 
no',  tufficient  to  make  good  the  loss 
n(  B  vitamin  in  the  milling.  \Ve 
have  experiments  in  our  schools  with 
that  vai^c  aad  abatract  ^  acience 
known  as  psyrholoKv  in  the  pursu- 
ance of  which  there  are  tcorea  of 
prictitfoncra  lahoaa  mathoda  differ, 
and  who  nro  COVaged  in  experiment 
with  tcboel  childfca  as  their  sub- 
)actt.  .Wa  iwva no  campaign  to*  teach 
pafanta  dietary  values,  and.  after  all. 
it  is  the  parents  who  should  be 
taught  for  the  children  cannot  order 
'domestic  economy.
